G.S.R. 785,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Rice (Madhya Pradesh) Second Price Con¬ 
trol Order, 1958, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Rice (Madhva Pradesh) Second Price Control 
(Seventh Amendment) Order, 1961, 

2 . In the Rice (Madhya Pradesh) Second Price Control Order, 1958, in sub¬ 
clause (2) (e) of clause 2, for the figure-: end words “70 naye paise per maund”, 
the figures and words “05 naye paise per maund” shall be substituted.

G.S.R. 786:—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1055), the Cential Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Rice (Punjab) Second Price Control Order, 
I960, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Rice (Punjab) Second Price Control (Seventh 
Amendment) Order, 1961. 

2 . In the Rice (Punjab) Second Price Control Order, 1960,— 

(i) in sub-clause (2)(d) of clause 2, for the figures and words “70 naye 

paise per mgund or Rs. 188 per quintal”, the figures and words “65 
naye paise per maund or Rs. 1’74 per quintal” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in the Schedule, for the table of prices, the following table shall be 

substituted, namely:—
